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acquiescing to the merits of the rejection, therefore the rejection is moot. As indicated above, Applicants 
submit that the cited references do not disclose nor suggest any of the stabilizers recited in the substitute 
claims. 

Claim 24 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Baquey et al. 
Applicants have cancelled these claims without prejudice or disclaimer and without acquiescing to the 
merits of the rejection, therefore the rejection is moot. As indicated above, Applicants submit that the 
cited references do not disclose nor suggest any of the stabilizers recited in the substitute claims. 

Claims 3, 30, 34, 37, 42, 46, 51, 57, 58, 60, 65, 69, 74, 77, 80 to 83 and 173 to 181 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Field et al. in view of Horowitz et al. 
Applicants have cancelled these claims without prejudice or disclaimer and without acquiescing to the 
merits of the rejection, therefore the rejection is moot. Applicants have addressed Horowitz et al. above 
but with regard to Field et al, Applicant submit that this reference does not disclose any of the stabilizers 
in the substitute claims and therefore does not suggest their use. 

Conclusion 

The foregoing remarks are being made to place the application in condition for allowance. 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and timely allowance of the pending claims. A favorable 
action is awaited.
